NASHVILLE  —  (BP)  —  The 
Southern  Baptist  Executive 
Committee  will  ask  the  1958  ses¬ 
sion  of  tile  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  to  approve  12  rec¬ 
ommendations. 

Recommendations  include  a 
budget  for  the  Convention  for 
1959,  proposed  changes  in  the 
Convention’s  annual  meeting 
schedule,  a  proposed  new  rota¬ 
ting  basis  for  the  committee 
preparing  the  annual  Conven¬ 
tion  order  of  busines'i  (agenda), 
and  a  charter  for  new  Midwest¬ 
ern  Baptist  Seminary. 

The  recommendations  will  be 
presented  to  the  Conventipp 
during  the  Executive  Commit¬ 
tee’s  administrative  report  at 
Houston  Coliseum  on  May  2l. 

'  '  The  proposed  1959  Conven¬ 
tion  budget  is  $1714  million.  Of: 
that  sum,  $10,800,0(X)  will  be  for 
operating  budgets  of  the  about 
20  Convention  agencies  and  $4,- 
200,000  will  be  for  their  capital 
needs. 

The  budget  will  be  reached 
through  Cooperative  Pro^am 
gifts.’  The  $214  million  addi¬ 
tional  will  be  the  Advance  goal- 
and  will  be  shared  by  the  Con¬ 
vention’s  two  mission  boards 
only  after  the  $15  million  requir¬ 
ed  for  operating  and  capital  ex¬ 
penses  has  been  met. 

New  Procedure 

The  Executive  Committee 
fi'ther  recommends  that  the 
Convention  establish  a  proce¬ 
dure  for  opehing  its  annual  ses¬ 
sion  on  Tuesday  night  and  clos¬ 
ing  on  Friday  night,  holding  af- 
terndon’ 'sessions  on  Thursday 
and  Friday.  There  would  be 
morning  and  night  sessions 
every  day. 

Wednesday  afternoon  would 
be  left  open  for  seminary  lunch- 
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meetings, 
mon  would  be  preached  on 
Tuesday  wglit  and  no  debatable 
business  could  be  presented  at 
that  session. 

The  recommendation  also 
provides  that  the  Convention 
hold  no  meetings  in  a  city  “in 
which  there  is  a  considerable 
distance  between  the  available 
hotels  and  the  Convention 
Hall.” 

The  Committee  on  Order  of 
Business,  responsible  for  sche¬ 
duling  the  various  parts  of  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion,  would  be  given  a  rotating 
membership  if  another  recom¬ 
mendation  is  approved. 

To  Rotate  Members 

The  committee  now  is  consti¬ 
tuted  new  each  year.  The  six 
rotating  members  of  the  pro¬ 
posed  new  committee  will  serve 
three-year  terms,  with  two  mem¬ 
bers  changing  each  year.  A  sev¬ 
enth  member  of  the  committee 
will  Be ‘the  Convention  presi¬ 
dent. 

The  order  of  business  each 
year  also  would  be  revised  to 
permit  more  time  for  those  at¬ 
tending  the  Convention  to  con¬ 
sider  business  matters  and  reso¬ 
lutions  presented  at  the  Con¬ 
vention  meeting. 

Midwestern  Baptist  Seminary 
was  created  by  the  1957  session 
of  the  Convention.  It  will  open 
to  students  in  September  in 
Kansas  City,  Mo. 

The  charter  for  the  new  in¬ 
stitution  is  being  presented  to 
the  Convention  for  approval, 
with  the  recommendation  of  the 
!  Executive  Committee  for  its  ac- 
1  ceptance.

Glebes 

Sections  of  the  Incorporation 
Act  pertaining  to  glebes  and 
certain  other  property  of  the 
state  church  remain  on  the  sta¬ 
tute  books,  however,  Leland  and 
Ford  reported. 

Glebes  are  land  purchased 
with  tax  funds  on  which  resi¬ 
dences  and'  other  buil<^ings  are 
erected,  also  at  public  expense, 
for  rectors  of  the  state  church. 
Lands  also  are  purcha.sed  and 
cleared  by  the  state  to  provide 
farms  for  the  clergyman.

Bible  Lesson:  Exodus  24. 

INTRODUCTION.  No  one 
knows  even  nearly  the  exact. 
Archeologists  and  historians 
have  striven  to  come  at  aome- 
what  near  the  precise  date,  but 
they  honestly  differ  in  their 
conclusions.  Let  us  say  it  was 
near  the  end  of  the  second  mil¬ 
lennium  B.  C.  The  lesson  is  a- 
bout  God'a  dealing  with  Moses, 
Moses  the  great,  Moses  called 
the  meek,  Moses  the  lawgiver. 
But  in  the  beginning  of  the  les¬ 
son  he  cuts  a  poor  figure. 

He  had  been  preserved  in  his 
bsbyhood  under  strikingly  re- 
msrksble  clrcumstanMs,  and 
had  been  bred  in  the  royal  pal¬ 
ace  in  Egypt,  then  the  mightiest 
country  In  the  world,  had  been 
educated  at  the  Royal  Univer¬ 
sity  and,  then,  in  a  moment  of 
passionate  protest  against  an  im 
just^  wrought  upon  one  of  his 
fellow-Israellties,  had  commit¬ 
ted  murder  upon  the  person  of 
an  oppressing  Egyptian,  in  con¬ 
sequence  of  which  he  fled  the 
country  into  Midian,  where  he 
became  a  shepherd  and  acquir¬ 
ed  a  wife.  Here  then  we  find 
him,  the  one-time  prince  and 
favorite  at  the  king's  court,  now 
a  humble  sheplierd  and  son-in- 
law  of  a  desert  priest.
